The appointment is 
customarily for three years, though 
Lord Alanbrooke held it for five 
years during the second World War.

continued in the post for another 
nine months.—Reuter.

his announcement meant a walkout, 
Mr Vyshirisky sald: “You will see 
tomorrow.”, Asked whether his 
statement meant that Sovict Russia 
intended to leave the United Na- 
tions,. Mr Vyshinsky replied: “No: 
Wehave not left the United Nations. 
My statement was quite clear. We 
will not take part in the discussion 
of tho Berlin case In’ the Security 
Council. : : 

Mr Vyshinsky in his statement des- 
cribed the Western Powers’ currency 
reform in Berlin as an attempt to 
blow up the economy of the city 
“because obviously It was impossible 
to have four currencies.”

~ Judge Mathes ~~commented~ that} 
even if Kawakita were to I¢ave his 
court a free man, “his life would 
not be worth living.” -— - 

“He would be plagued by his 
own conscience and he would {eel 
he had betrayed other Nise! who 
had served thelr country ond died 
for it. The only real use the. Ifo 
of a traitor could serve is a5 aon 
example to-others of weak moral 
fibre.” 

The defence claimed that Kawakita 
at most could be held to have been 
gullty of brutality and, If that were 
the case, he should have been tried 
in Japan by a war crimes court. 

CAST LOT WITH ENEMY 

Judge Mathes rejected the conten- 
tion, declaring, “While {n Ocyama, 
Kawakita was not content with being 
an interpreter, but cast his lot with 
the enemy. His devotion first and 
last was to Kawalcita, He thought 
he could ba on each side aot once 
and go with the victor in the end.” 

The Judgo declared that the ex- 
tent ‘of Kawakita’s treason was 
limlted only by his’ opportunity. 

“He would have blown up our |. 
Pacific Fleet or given the enemy 
the secret of the atomic bomb If he 
had the opportunity,” said the Judge. 

Kawnklta took .the sentence: with- 
out show of emotion, and his coun-!, 
sel, Morris Lavine, immediately sub- 
mitted a written motion of appeal. 

Treason carries a minimum sen- 
tence of five years in prison and a 
maximum suntence of ‘death. 

“Do you know any reason why 
the Court should not impose the 
meoximum penalty?” Judge Mathes 
asked Kawakita. 

“I gm__innocerit,” © the | prisoner 
said slowly. “I pever did commit 
treason ‘against the United States, I 
ask the Court for mercy."

Offer By Indian 
Millionaire 


New York, Oct. 5.—Seth 
Ramakrishna Dalmin, the In- 
dian millionaire industrinliat 
and newspaper owner, gave re- 
porters here tonight details of 
his “One World: Peace Award" 
of 60,000 Rupces to any person 
rendering “the greatest service 
to the promotion and main- 
tenance of pence.” 


‘ene award would be made to any 
individual {rrespective of race or re~ 
Neton, wuld take into account the. 
best effort for a One World Govern- 
ment, ‘and would be mode annually 
for the next three years. 


The funds would come from the 
Dalmin’ Jain . Trust of Indin, ao

Mr Dalmla told a press conference 
the award would be made by an 
{nternational committee, yet to be 
chosen, to any individual “regardless 
of his’ or her membership in any 
organisation including the United 
Nations.” he 

“Tho award may be given to 0 
Communist. or non-Communist," he 
sald, explaining that by Communist 
he did not mean Communist in the 
Russinn sense, but "n person who 
has falth in the brotherhood of 
mankind.” 


ONLY CONSIDERATION 


“Tho only . consideration which 
wilt influence the Judges will bo the 
effectiveness of tho -contributlon 
made by the recipient of the award 
to world peace and onc worl 
government,” he said. 

The award might be mud¢ "to" 
any individual who would cement 
the relations between .the Western 
Powers ond Russia. It might even 
be made to a winner of the Nobel 
Prize for peace.” ‘ 

“Pence is at stake in the world 
today," Mr Dalmia sald, “It seems

effort to bring about peace and a 
world government.”

They sald Zlncone, 
publishing his name as responsible 
diremtor, had violated the press law, 
which ‘states that all editorial 
workers must be certified members 
of the Journalists’ Union.
